At the beginning of the ever to be 
remembered war between Germany, 
A ustIla aud Turkey on the one side 
and the rest of the world on the other 
the women of the world who had for 
some years been taking over the du­ 
ties of men surprised every one by 
assuming a variety of work, wbieh re­ 
lieved their brothel* aud liusbaud* so 
that they could be spared for lighting 
at the front.
